A Deadly Date 

December 7 is remembered as “a day of infamy,” 
but April 6 can claim its share of deadly historicity, too. 

On April 6, 1917 the United States entered World 
War I against Germany. 

On April 6, 1941 Nazi Germany attacked Yugoslavia 
and Greece by air and with mechanized ground forces 
... a long step in that dreadful parade toward the in¬ 
famous day eight months later. 

History, unfortunately, is full of deadly dates. It is 
high time the human race learned how to keep from 
adding to that tragic list. 

18 Years Is Old Enough? 

Congressional approval of a constitutional amend¬ 
ment giving 18-year-olds the vote in all elections — not 
just presidential and congressional elections as previously 
approved by the U.S. Supreme Court — offers a shred of 
hope that the 1972 elections will not be a multi-million- 
dollar shambles. 

The way things stand now all states would either 
have to provide for the 18 year old vote in all elections 
or maintain two registration rolls, one for the 18 to 21 
year olds and one for those 21 and over. It is the kind 
of situation which gives election officials the shakes just 
contemplating the cost and confusion. 

The hitch to a uniform national 18 year old vote now, 
of course, is the required ratification of the constitutional 
amendment by three-fourths or 38 states, in advance of 
the 1972 elections. Legislative ratification of constitutional 
amendments can bo a time consuming process, so it is 
probably a bit optimistic to expect that all of the states 
will be on the same age basis for vote qualification by 
next year. 

The estimated cost, nationally, to maintain two sep¬ 
arate registration lists is $20 million. 

In the partisan political arena both parties profess 
to be delighted with reduction of the voting age to 18. 
Obviously both had bettor be because the 18 to 21 year 
olds will pack a pretty fair wallop at the ballot box if 
for any reason they should move preponderantly to one 
party or the other. 

The practical fact of the matter is, however, that the 
new voting ago probably won’t have any drastic effect 
on voting patterns. In ages gone by when the right to 
.select rein'esentatives was a matter of property owners, 
then men only, then women and men, voting patterns 
were more a matter of education and economics. As the 
c-ountry's educational scale has expanded, as knowledge has 
increased, the broadened voting requirements have not 
seemiKi to have too much effect on election outcomes. 

In regard to the 18 year olds, most parents would 
confinn today’s generation is just an independent as the 
last one. Kducation is broader. Susceptibility to emotion 
is about the same and the irrationality of logic is still 
baffling. With the exception of the dropouts, the dope 
heads, the lunatic "let’sburn-everything-down” fringe this 
probably is as educated a generation as has yet come 
along. Whether it proves to be smart or not only time 
will t<dl. 

The 18 year olds are of ago to vote — the Congre^ss 
says so in its own common sense way — and that’s the 
way it is going to be. It is doubtful that anyone can corral 
the great majority of the kids politically any more than 
they can their grandparents. 

The Why of Rate Rises 

Current efforts to discredit the California Public 
Utilities Commission — and have it made elective instead 
of appointive — because of recent rate increases it has 
approved unfortunately place political considerations above 
the economics of the public utilities concept. 

A public utility is, of course, a private industry that 
has been given something of a monopoly status under 
state government supervision and regulation because the 
essential nature of its service to the public does not lend 
itself to the open competition which is an important factor 
in other areas of the economy. 

As a tax paying, investor-owned business, however, 
a utility must like all businesses make sufficient profit 
to attract the capital necessary for expansion to meet 
consumer demand. In addition, the utility faces the impera¬ 
tive of expanding its services in advance of demand, so 
that the state’s growing population will always have the 
supply of power or transportation or communication or 
whatever that it requires. 

The oniy way a utility can meet its capital needs is 
through appropriate rates. Current critics of the utilities 
point to a recent increase in various rates, following an 
approximate 10-year period of few increases, as paralleling 
the state government’s political coloration. While that par¬ 
allel exist, the significance is misread, or misstated, by 
the critics. 

As the inflationary spiral has accelerated, utilities 
like all businesses have had to absorb rising costs of 
all operations. After a long period of low rate increases 
they now have to catch up, if they are to continue to 
keep pace with consumer needs and remain a sound in¬ 
vestment for their thousands of stockholders, large and 
small. 

’The alternative, of course, would be state ownership, 
with taxpayers supplying the working funds. Which may 
well explain the current campaign against the PUC. 

‘You’re On!’ 

'The old song went "One, two, three and you’re out! 
at the old ball game,” or ball park, or something. 

The approach of a new baseball season is marked 
by the fact that one major league owner would rewrite 
that. He’d have it go: “One, two three and you’re ON!” 

That, of course, would be Charles O. Finley — con¬ 
troversial boss of the Oakland Athletics of the American 
League - and his proposal that the traditional four-ball 
rule for a walk be changed to three balls. He won per¬ 
mission to have his A’s try it out during the spring 
training season. 

As was predictable the experiment brought on a re¬ 
action that was something less than a consensus. A fav¬ 
orable consensus, that is. The comments ranged from re¬ 
strained comments by other baseball men, such as that 
the three-ball-walk would merely penalize marginal pitch¬ 
ers, to one fan’s reaction that if the A’s were going to 
use that rule he’d prefer to leave and watch three frogs 
fight. 

Who knows? Perhaps baseball will change, as foot¬ 
ball has changed. But with all due respect for innova¬ 
tion, we somehow have a hunch the big thrill at the 
old ball park won’t be funny uniforms and odd-ball three- 
ball walks and parades of fired managers^ but rather the 
old fashioned sight of a ball powered over the fence by 
the Giants’ Willie McCovey, or Willie Mays running out 
from under his cap to make a spectacular catch in Candle¬ 
stick Park.

SENSING THE NEWS 

AROUND THE U. S. CAPITOL 


One of the distinctive fea¬ 
tures of the 1970’s is an in¬ 
ward - turning attitude on 
the part of many Americans. 
On the lunatic fringe there 
is the phenomenon of the 
urban or rural commune 
where young people experi¬ 
ment in group living with¬ 
out formal ties or responsi¬ 
bilities. Strange new cults 
flourish in some of our ma¬ 
jor cities. The Manson trial 
in California lifted the lid 
on weird beliefs and' prac¬ 
tices in the midst of our 
modern society. Everywhere 
one sees cars and carryall 
bu.ses with the word "love” 
printed no the sides, as 
though the painted symbol 
would fcfefct an extraordin¬ 
ary transformation in peo¬ 
ple’s lives. In many areas 
of national life one witness¬ 
es a retreat from or avoid¬ 
ance of reality. 

'This is not to say the 
United' States hasn’t had its 
share of cultists or eccen¬ 
trics in the past. Groups 
Siuch as the Shakers, a re¬ 
ligious sect that believed in 
primitive communism, es¬ 
tablished communal settle¬ 
ments in the 18th century. 
But such, cults never gained 
a wide following. Today, the 
hippie style of life is c.stab- 
lished nationwide. Some of 
the eultishs are what’.s 
known as weekend hippies, 
affluent people who dress 
in hippie gear on' Saturday 
and Sunday and return to a 
.straight existence come 
Monday. Eve,n so, one won¬ 
ders what is the cause of 
this .strange charade. 

In New Orleans recently, 
I saw youthful panhandlers 
bogging for "loose change.” 
I was startled to hear one 
college-age girl ask — in a 
no doubt unconscious echo 
of Dopre.ssion days — “mis¬ 
ter, can yo ',1 spare a dime.” 
The irony is compounded by 
the fact that this girl — or 
others like her — ma.v have 
a Daddy who .sends her an 
allowance to live like a hip¬ 
pie in the urban enclaves 
formed by persons who liavi* 
dropped out of the produc¬ 
ing .society. 

Perhaps the hippie stylo 
of life is the ultimate lux¬ 


ury in an affluent society. In 
societies wliere a stern 
struggle for life is the rule 
the hippie is unknown. 
Dressing i.n beads, Indian 
head bands and fringed 
leather clothes can be re¬ 
garded' as a form of con¬ 
spicuous consumption. 

Whatever the psychologi¬ 
cal motivation — and the 
clothes in'dicate an inner 
dissatisfaction with reality, 
the United States can ill-af- 
ford continuing indulgence 
in the hippie outlook — the 
inward-looking attitude In 
any form. Tire nation’s for¬ 
eign policy is in disarray to¬ 
day because a very large 
number of peo.ple, including 
U. S. senators, believe one 
has only to chant “peace, 
peace” and the problems of 
the country are solved. The 
liberties of the American 
pople can’t be maintained 
by thinking “peace” hut by 
defending them when they 
are threatened. 

Some people in our coun¬ 
try today have the .notion 
that they can be passive in 
the face of threats and still 
enjoy he blo.ssing.s of free 
clom. If such people are u.n- 
willing to fight for their 
country or pav taxes for de-

PLAN Says the Actual 
Revenue Would Be Lower 


“The e.stimated revenue 
hoped tor by the city and 
.school distrit of the City 
of Arcadia, if the re - 
zoning is approved by the 
voters of the city of Ar¬ 
cadia on April 20, is con¬ 
siderably lower tha.n' the 
figure being talked about 
by the popono-nts,” stated 
Robert Arth, .senior tina.ncial 
a.naly.st for Union Oil Co., 
and' Arcadia city council¬ 
man. 

Arth explained, “The one- 
million dollar figure being 
di.scusscd was origina 11 y 
estimated o,n the ba.sis of 
two 12-story office buildings 
being built In the shopping 
complex. However, the City 
council and the planning 
commission has eliminated 
the office buildings. There¬ 
fore, the e.stimated revenue 
must bo adjusted' downward 
accordingly.” 

Mr. Arth estimates that 
this change will lower the 
original one million' dollar 
figure to at mast $800,000. 
The $200,000 decrease would 
be cornposed of revenues 
that would have resulted 
from property tax, 'business 
license tax and sales tax. 

Arth continued, “In add'i- 
tion to this obvious diffi- 
ciency in the estimated re¬ 
venue calculations, the cost 
of additional city services 
needed to support the ePm- 
plex .should be deducted. 
More police services would 
be needed to handle the 
20,000 added cars per day 
that would' be brought onto 


Arcadia streets.” 

Arth asks, "How much 
will that co.st th,e city? At 
present we have about ten 
police Pars and support per¬ 
sonnel to ma.nage the nor¬ 
mal daily traffic flow year 
.mun'd. But during the 75- 
day racing season the city 
pays in excess of $100,000 
for the additional police¬ 
men needed to work with 
the 11,000 cars per days that 
come to Arcad'ia. If we in- 
c-rease our traffic by 20,000 
cars daily, not only during 
the racing season but year 
round , we obviously will 
.need more of these services. 
The total cost to the city 
for equipment, salaries, sup¬ 
port personnel and services 
for each police car is ap¬ 
proximately ^00,000 a n - 
nually. TTiis figure is con¬ 
sidered low compared to the 
findings of the Los Angeles 
County study. The County 
contracts police services to 
cities ail'd suggests that the 
cost per car should be $328,- 
000 anriiually. ’The cost of ad¬ 
ditional cars needed must 
be computed and ded'ucted 
from any estimated revenue 
to get an accurate picture of 
benefits.” 

Arth cancl'Uded', “The esti¬ 
mates of tax savings with¬ 
out considering the addi¬ 
tional costs incurred by the 
city for services that would 
bo needed to support the 
impact made by the plan¬ 
ned retail center is .not 
realistic. It is a method any 
reasonable buslne s s m a n 
should' question.”

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The Beggars of Berkeley 

On the day we spent 
sauntering around the cam¬ 
pus of the Umversity of Cal¬ 
ifornia and it communal- 
style environs at Berkeley 
many of the “brothers and 
sisters” In' hippie garb who 
attended classes but live in 
the “communes” along the 
teeming streets of this 
(,now) somewhat shabby- 
looking “Athens of the 
Western World',” evidently 
were hungry or in need of 
money for one of the variety 
of narcotics that are so eas¬ 
ily obtainable. They were 
begging, like professional 
panhandlers, moving along 
the streets. 

In all, five accosted me. 
Each said something like 
this: “Do you have any 
change you could let me 
have?” ’Throe actually car¬ 
ried tin cups, jangling with 
coins, which they pushed 
out at me from beneath 
their Hindu shawls or GI 
issue field jackets (faded 
and frayed). Tliey were beg¬ 
gars of a new breed. ’They 
looked like their 27,000 fel¬ 
low university students, in 
hippie dre.ss and wearing 
the hair “mod” of the entiix* 
student body. Oino breathed 
alcohol fumes into my face 
and frankly said he was in 
need of “a drink.” One of 
the five was a young man 
with a girl. They wore on 
Ba.ncroft Way a block from 
the University’s Sproul Plaza 
where young and old Com- 
mumsts and their dupes 
frequently incite the turmoil 
and .strife now characteristic 
of “Cal” at Berkeley. 

Street Scene 

We watched at least 15 or 
20 stuid'eint-beggars at work. 


Most jingled a few coins In 
their hand. The psychology 
of, “Do you have some 
change . . .” is powerful. 
Most ptx)ple almost auto¬ 
matically reach into their 
pocket. As We watched the 
beggars did very well. They 
plied their “avocation'” 
among their own as well as 
among the very few 
“straight” persons whom 
one sees on campus or along 
the crowded streets. 

The begging young cQU,ple 
had come out of the Yenan 
bookstore, an openly Chin¬ 
ese Communist storehouse 
of propaganda books and 
literature, with attractive 
Chinese girls In charge. We 
had a long look inside, 
browsing. All the poisonous 
panaply of Communi-sm’-s 
colossal fraud was on dis¬ 
play. Students came and 
partook, lingering a while 
to engage In Intimate 
"movement” conversa t i o n 
with the articulate Chinese 
clerks. A few blocks away 
on Telegraph Avenue, is the 
Soviet and Cuban book-store, 
Granma. There are other 
such Rod propaganda foun¬ 
tainheads along the network 
of streets in this part-com¬ 
munal community. 

•*MaTij'uana Corner" 

Not only the face of the 
student body but the facade 
of the University commu¬ 
nity has drastically chang¬ 
ed since we visited it about 
10 years ago. Most of the 
austere atmosphere of in- 
tellectualism, the swank, 
tweedy shops with their 
coats - of - arms, and the 
“quality” merchandise are 
gone. Store ow.ners, plagued 
with violent revolutionists 
venting anger against the 
private ownership system, 
have moved away. Many of 
the store fro.nts are horded 
or barricaded with steel 
mesh. ’Tile “.shops” ,now dis¬ 
play cheaper, shoddier mer¬ 
chandise. 'The biggest busi¬ 
ness Is being done by “Army 
Outlet” stores, featuring 
u.sed army blankets, knap¬ 
sacks, bed rolls, second¬ 
hand Gl toggery, sleeping 
hags. 

Above what once wert* 
some of the highest quality 
shops in all of California, 


rvow are located second floor 
“pads” occupied by “com¬ 
mune” dwellers. An'd down 
the stairways of some of 
the.se, as one passes by, 
comes the unmistakable ar¬ 
oma of Marijuana smoke. 
An undercover operative 
who guided some of my me- 
anderings pointed to an in¬ 
tersection two blocks from 
Sproul Hall. “The southwest 
corner is called ‘Marijuana’ 
comer,” he said'. “The north¬ 
east corner is “LSD.’ ” He 
explained that the pushers 
of these two popular hallu¬ 
cinogens are on the.se cor¬ 
ners at certain times known 
to the users. 

The Challenge 

My guide and other au¬ 
thorities with whom I visit¬ 
ed agreed that probably 80 
per cent of the student body 
smoke Marijuana from time 
to time and perhaps 20 per 
ccint frequently take l£D 
“trips.” Dr. Harding Jone.s, 
Professor of Psyohology and 
Medical Physics at the Uni¬ 
versity, is one of those who 
doesn’t take these percent¬ 
ages "in stride.” Ho -says, 
looking out across his own 
campus and on eastward 
across the nation; "The drug 
cult, .now in full tide. Is 
likely to exact the early loss 
(death or worse) of some 
20-25 million young people 
. There are .now about 15 
million involved with some 
regular exposure to drugs, 
and the cycle of drug ex¬ 
perience may soon involve 
40-50 million.” 

As we drove down Univer¬ 
sity Avenue towards the Bay 
Bridge, we looked back at 
the beautiful scene, a glit¬ 
tering campus ne.stled there 
in' the Berkeley iHills, a once 
great educational institution 
built by earlier generations 
for the advancement of 
mankind. What we had just 
see.n was unbelievable — a 
decay of mankind that 
seems to be spreading like 
a malignancy throughout 
the nation. Is our society 
still strong e.nough to con- 
(ai.n the di.sease a.nd over¬ 
come it? Yes — if we diag¬ 
nose it properly and are 
willing, 200 million of us, 
to fight an uphill battle

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New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this Week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing smt 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source oi in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
